W a s h in g to n C ity . Ap ril 18.— The great 
fight on the tariff, m p reliminary to which 
skirmishes have taken p laice frequently since 
the Fiftieth congress assembled, was op ened 
in earnest Tuesday, and what the p eop le of 
the United States don’t know about this in­ 
tricate subject by the end of the contest, 
though it may be sufficient to fill a p onderous 
volume, will not be that which their rep re­ 
sentatives and senators can tell them. The 
day was the one set ap art for the owning 
on the Mills bill, and it was evident long be­ 
fore the hour of assembling that something of 
interest was looked for. The galleries were 
well filled, and the memlers arrived early, 
and when the sp eaker’s gavel called the house 
to order it has been seldom that there has 
\>een a fuller house p resent. 
Some routine 
business had to be transacted before the 
event of the day was inaugurated, and 
when all was done the eyes of these p resent 
were turned to Mills, chairman of the ways 
and means committee, who was to op en the 
great debate of this congress. Nor were those 
who waited to listen any more eager for the 
work to begin than the man who was to give 
the signal for the letting loose of the bottled 
oratory that will rend the air of the chamber 
for the next six weeks or two months, p er­ 
hap s. 
As soon as the moment had arrived 
Mills took the floor—the house having gone 
into committee of the whole, with Sp ringer 
in the chair—and p roceeded to tell why he 
p resented tit* measure which lie advocated, 
his time b« .*ing unlimited according to a p ro­ 
p osal made by Kelley of Pennsylvania, and 
unanimously adop ted by the house with ap ­ 
p lause. 
Mills op ened by saying that the war tariff 
taxes after a lap se of a quarter of a century 
were higher than during the war. 
The in­ 
come tax imp osed to in jet the war exp enses 
was swep t n way. 
It was a tax on wealth, 
but it was gi >ae: but the war tax on clothing, 
on food, on imp lements of labor remained, 
and the war was st ill being p rosecuted against 
the p eop le—e ll-wul war—exhausting in its de­ 
mands, and every effort to remove 01* lower 
that taxation had been resisted and defeated. 
More than twenty years had elap sed since 
the war e ided. 
A generation had p assed 
and a new g.-aon-ii a had ap p *. 
*1 up on 
the stage sim*e p eace hail returned to bless 
our common country; but these war taxes 
still remained, and they were heavier to-day 
than th“V vvero on the average during tho 
years of tho existence of hostilities. 
The av­ 
erage rate of duty during tho five years of 
tho war amounted to 41.hi p er cent., and 
during the last year the average was 47.10. 
After this large increase had been made 
by congress it had imp osed a slight direct 
or internal revenue tax 
up on 
domestic 
manufactures and that tax had brought into 
the treasury in l-GU 81'-?.000,000. That was 
but a tithe of tho heavy burdens that we laid 
up on imp orts. 
It amounted to about 3 p er 
cent on tho whole manufactured p roducts of 
the country in 1800. 
it was thought to be a 
reasonable tax to imp ose on manufacturer 
who were receiving largo bounties Tom the 
government in the enhancement of the p rices 
of their p roducts to p ay 3 p er cent, when they 
had increased their bounties up to 22 p ercent. 
But that tax was gone. 
It could not live. 
It 
was a tax on wealth. 
Congress had imp osed a tax on incomes to 
help carry <»n the war, and there were 400,170 
p eop le in the United ¡States in 1800 that had 
8707,000,OOu of net income up on which they

p utting a tax of 20 i*.*r cent, on Bibles. 


{ Laughter]. 
A reduction of duties would not, he assert­ 
ed, check manufacturers and cramp labor. 
We always imp orted more goods when p rices 
were huh. 
Under lower duties we could ex- 
p ort more goods, our manufactories would 
run steadily, und labor would be constantly 
emp loyed. 
Not more than 10 ]**r cent, of the 
goods consumed in the United States would 
in* imp orted if all tho custom bouses w ere 
torn down and the government sup p orted by 
direct taxes. 
Protectionists argued that manufactured 
articles were cheap er here than in any other 
country as a result of p rotection. 
It w as not 
so; but sup p osing 
it wa s, why, then, should 
they resist so strenuously any effort 
to lower 
duties, if they were a ble to undersell Euro­ 
p ean manufacturers? 
Did the manufacturers 
p ay higher wa ges beca use {frotoetiun enabled 
them to do it? No. J a y Gould wa s a ble to 
p ay his bootblack $ 500, but he did not do it. 
He j>a id the ma rket prices. “He pa id his 
nickel like a little ma n.” Higher wa ges were 
ma de by coa l, stea m a nd ma chinery, a nd 
higher wa ges mea nt lower cost of production. 
This a ccounted for tbe fa ct tha t free tra de 
Engla nd pa id higher wa ges tha n protection 
Fra nce snd Germa ny, a nd yet controlled the 


world's markets. 
He had requested the p resent chief of the 
labor bureau to ascertain if there 
wa s any 
excep tion to the rule that wages dep ended on 
the efficiency of labor, and that the result of 
highly p aid, efficient la'oor was low* cost of 
p roduct. 
In answer he read a tabulated 
statement, p rep ared by Mr. Wright, giving 
the result of his inquiry, which ap p eared to 
fully bear out the rule. 
In concluding Mills 
said he hop ed the bill, which bad favor 
throughout the country, would receive a ma­ 
jority of the votes of the house, t hough it 
was not all that the committee could ask. 
It 
was a very moderate bill, yet it would send 
comfort and hap p iness into all the homes and 
bosoms of the p oor laboring p eop le of this 
country; and he asked the house in Udialf of 
these p eop le to consider their claims and help 
to reduce tbe burdens that bad been loaded 
up on them. 
When he sat down, ap p lause and cries of 
“Vote, vote," came from the Democratic side 
of the hall. 
He was at once surrounded by a 
crowd of Democratic memWrs. who p ressed 
forward to shake his hand and tender their 
congratulations. 
Kelly of Pennsylvania at once took the 
floor in op p osition to the bill. 
The enactment 
of this bill, he said, would instantly p aral v/.e 
the enterp rise and energy of the p eop le. Un­ 
der the baneful influence of such a law* the 
rep ort of the census of 1990 would announce 
the overthrow of our manufacturing sup re­ 
macy and the reduction of our commanding 
commercial ]>ositioii to that of colonial de­ 
p endence. 
It was studiously designed to p ro­ 
duce these dire results, and nicely adap ted for 
its p urp ose. 
It was confessedly a p artisan 
measure, and was framed in the interest of a 
p arty whose leaders ap p ear to be oblivious to 
the overwhelming social and economic changes 
wrought by tbe abolition of slavery. 
The 
gentleman 
who 
framed 
this 
bill 
and 
could brook neither modification nor dis­ 
cussion of its p rovisions by their associates 
in tbe committee to which the p rep aration of 
revenue-bills was confided by law were, with 
but two excep tions, rep resentatives of what 
was slave territory. 
The bill was an an­ 
achronism; if had no relation to this era; it 
T>olonged to the sat’d \st ep och in our national 
history, the p eriod between P-21 and 1831. 
During, that 
p e r io d slaver}' dominated our 
national councils and guided the ndministra- 
iff. 
tion of our national nffuw.s in hostility to 
national interests, and in the interests ol free 
trad*- twice threatened war. it was in the in­ 
terest of free trade that war was threatened in 
sup p ort of the doct rine of nullification, and 
it was in the’ interest of free trad** that the 
country was involved for more than four 
years in a fratricidal war, the p rop ortions of 
which w**ro 
m ore gigantic than ever char* 
acterizi d a civil war. 
Tho entire south knew 
that free trade was e -ontial to the ?• rp K-tuity 
of slavery in the rep ublic, and it should also 
know’ that the logic that < add defend in-** 
trade in a country endow*-! with tho bound­ 
less diversity of the elements of manufacture 
and tho immense sup p ly of the forces for 
their conversion which wo enjoy, vanished 
when slavery was abolished. 
Putting wool on the free list, he said, would 
abolish she**p husbandry, destroy the immense 
cap ital embarked therein, and imp overish 
moro thon 1,000,099 men who ow'n flocks or 
are emp loyed in their care. The transfer of 
tin-p late and cotton-ties and other p r*xlucts 
of coal and iron-ore to the lVeo list, and the 
reduction 
of 
the duties on steel rails, 
structural 
iron, and many oth**r forms 
of 
iron 
and steel sufficiently to 
with­ 
draw 
p rotection 
from 
th an and 
p er­ 
mit foreign p roducers to flood our markets 
would, though it maintained existing duties 
on coal and iron ore, close a majority of tho 
bituminous coal fields and ore ixmks, w hich 
were now giving emp loyment to hundreds of 
thousands of laborers, not only in northern 
states, but in Maryland, Virginia, West Vir­ 
ginia, North Carolina, Georgia, Tennessee, 
and Alabama, and turn them adrift without 
p rosp ect of other emp loyment elsewhere than 
in cotton and cornfields. 
» Sp eaking of the duty on sugar, KUlev said; 
“President Cleveland's free trade message, by 
its assump tion that the duty was always 
added to the cost not only of imp orted com­ 
modities, but to the p rice of like* commodi­ 
ties p roduced in this country, shows how 
p rofoundly ignorant he is <>f economic sci­ 
ence.” To illustrate the absurdity of this 
a-sum] tion he invited th** ] re id**nt's atten­ 
tion [ * the f.'c t that though tho duti*vi im­ 
p osed by our government on sugar when re­ 
duced ten d valorem standards were n*ver 
so high as they now are, tho p rice of sugar 
was never so low in this country as it now is. 
An incalculable element of value of the beet 
and sorghum industry to the fanner is found 
in the fact that 1 ih serve to regenerate 
fields the* fertility of which has Wen im­ 
p aired by the too constant grow th of wheat 
or corn. 
The exhaust* d lands of Germany 
and France have been reinvigorat -d by beet 
culture and the manufacture of sugar. “And 
1 fail.” s lid Kelly, “to see h o w iron gross 
could inflict so fatal a stroke o*i the interests 
of farmers and the industrial classes gen 
erally as by declaring tho culture of sugai 
an outlaw in the United States by reducing 
the dut ies up *m it and moiass s below an u« 
su redly p rotective rate. 
“In conclusion, I submit that it was by tho 
p rovisions of tho law imp osing taxes on "dis­ 
tilled sp irits that the ‘whisky trust was called 
into existence and enabled to accomp lish th*? 
revival of the deq>otism whieh p ervaded tbe 
southern states before tho war, and that the 
p ower of this ‘trust,’ and tho combinations of 
the Democratic p oliticians and the banking 
influence of Kentucky can be broken only by 
rep eal of the internal taxes, the p erp etuation 
of which is the issue p resented to the American 
jieop le by the p resident in his froe trade mes­ 
sage, and by five southern gentlemen who 
have dominated the councils of th« * commit­ 
tee on way's and means and submitted this 
bill to the house for your consideration. 
For 
myself I will stand for the p rotective system 
and the maintenance of such rutes of duties as 
will insure the develop ment of all the re 
sources of the country, increase tho number 
of its industries, and p erp etuate its national 
indep endence, commercial and industrial as 
well as p olitical. This can not be done if the 
internal tax system is to be maintained, for 
the surp lus is a condition that can not be p er­ 
p etuated with safety to our American insti­ 
tutions. 
The p urity of the government, the 
safety of business, and the murals of the p ub­ 
lic demand the abatement of tho surp lus by 
the rep eal of the taxes from which it flow's." 
Kelly spoke for two hours, 
and when he 
took bis sea t wa s loudly a ppla uded a nd con­ 
gra tula ted by his pa rty friends.

IMPRESSIONS OF NASSAU. 


A n Islan d of I ’lien d lug Sliuintei* N ot F a r 
A w a y —T he I.azy In ha b ita n t* . 
Nasvnti is ope of the smallest of the 
Bahama i kinds covering a length of 
twenty miles by an average of live miles 
in width. 
The city is built, faring the 
north, upon tie- slo, e of a ndge, running 
w ot to e;et. and nearly 100 feet at its 
highest. 
The soil is thin, the island con­ 
sisting <>f Mi old coral reel’, elevated grad­ 
ually from the ocean, and during that 
period Hiibjceted to the action of tho 
waves, 
leaving 
it 
honey combed and 
pocketed. 
This rock is compact, of kjiir] 
made from disintegrated corals, y ellow­ 
ish creamy in color and soft in texture, 


bo t ha t it is quarried b y sawing; and chis­ 
eling, becoming considerably harder by 
exposure. 
The surface of the rock is 
covered with loose pieces, exceedingly 
irregular in form. 
Over this is a very 
little soil. 
The streets are graded through thin 
natural rock, with natural gutters and 
walks. 
The streets at right angles to tho 
water front cross the ridge generally 
through deep cuts in the natural re k in 
order to lessen the grade. 
Tho dwellings 
of the bet ter sort are square or oblong 
square, seldom more than two stories 
high, with low ceilings and low py ra- 
midical roof,. 
These houses are alway s 
surrounded on at least two sides with 
broad verandas, d os e d in with slats to 
keep out the light. 
For this reason the 
houses appear larger than they are. 
Dormer windows abound. 
The house 
colors an* s ton e , light y ellow, cream; the 
blinds are brown or green. 
High stone 
walls, wkh broken glass bottles cemented 
into the ridges, inclose the houses and 
gardens; 
ornamented openwork gate­ 
way s alford a glimpse within. 
The eoeoamit, the roy al the palmetto 
and the silver leaf palms abound. 
The 
giant Cuba, or silk cotton tree, oleanders 
of large si;:*, enormous amary flids, with 
the many species of the citrus family , 
liang up then* y ellow finit against the 
bum. There et jaj*odilla just coming into 
fullness adds a >}>eeial charm to its back­ 
ground of dark green waxy leaves. 
The 
vegetation seems rather sub-tropical than 
thoroughly tropical. 
This results not 
from want of heat, may be, but need of 
Boil. 
The city of Nassau is extremely pict­ 
uresque w ith the quaint narrow streets, 
white, deep gutters cut from living roek, 
large dwellings, with tin* lower 01* street 
story , for warehouse or shop, the outside 
stairway s and balconies? Every building 
has some special individuality about it 
which adds much to the sum total of the 
t harm one finds in quietly roaming round 
the streets. 
Here it is literally alway s afternoon. 
No one works. 
Ask a question and it 
will Ik* answered the day after to-mor­ 
row. 
The few shops open about break­ 
fast time, and are then shut up during 
that meal, and breakfast time is not 
early . 
I went into a wholesale store at 
noon time. 
Tho one clerk was fast 
asleep in his chair, and I left him undis­ 
turbed. 
The blacks, seemingly twenty 
to one of the whites, sit lounging, gab­ 
bling, el tailing, talking loud and laugh­ 
ing, but 1 have not seen one at work. 
The English majesty of law is thor­ 
oughly respected hare. 
Tho principal 
crimes—profanity , jawing and slander— 
are among the colored race« , and they 
enjoy defending 
themselves 
ut law. 
Hhoos close at 5 ©, rn. 
Saturday is a 


f Nassau proper, over the ridge 
and down on to lower levels swarm the 
colored people. 
Their 
small 
garden 
pieces are walled in with the loose piece.* 
of coral rock. 
Their cabins are small, 
with one or may be two rooms, of rock 
or coral, palmetto thatched. 
Tho gar­ 
dens are hare, honey combed coral rock, 
where with a crowbar the banana, the 
eoeoanut or maize is planted. 
They are 
unkempt, unthrifty , dirty ; but every ­ 
where kind mother nature covers the 
garden walls with lichens and the con­ 
volvulus. and the great lobed leaves of 
the bread fruit, the alumna and the 
palms give to tho ey e an ever vary ing, 
an ever entirely satisfy ing picture. 
These cabins of the colored people (our 
inheritance from Spanish cruelty ) liter­ 
ally swarm with children. 
The 
tra­ 
ditional stair of from five to twelve little 
pickaninnies is found in every cabin. 
“ Massa, gib me copper for bread !” They 
are in vet* rate beggars. 
They say they 
can’t get work, or if they do get any but 
little is paid—twenty -five to fifty cents a 
day . 
The truth is, there is 110 desire, 
perhaps no incentive, to work, no ambi­ 
tion to satisfy . 
Hunger is easily satHied 
by fruit, sweet potato, y ams and fish. 
But little fruit is exported, and that from 
the outly ing islands, not from here. 
Sponge fishing is the one industry which 
here is act i ve. 
For the climate, I would judge we had 
in the United States no spot equal to this 
for unending summer. 
For people ad­ 
vanced in life who desire to avoid our 
winters, for tired brain workers, for 
cases of low vitality , for the beginning of 
throat and lung troubles, I should say 
Nassau is the place.—Fred Stearns in 
Detroit Free Press.

This treatment requires much perse­ 
verance and practice, otherwise it may 
to some extent prove a failure; hut re­ 
newed vigor will alway s be in propor­ 
tion to the practice. 
Be not discouraged.

For more extended practice 
in deep breathing the morning before 
rising is a good time, provided there is 
full ventilation and that the air in.--.ide is 
as pure and fresh .as that on the outside. 
Reforo a goo d 
fire wash the hands and 
face, we! tie* baek of the neck, arms and 
lower limbs slightly , and rub down with 
a coarse tow* I, 
This is suflieient for a 
lieginner, but t ntirely inadequate for the 
old, chronic dy speptic.—J . N. Semple in 
Herald ol Health. 


ORIGINALITY OF 
T H E 
ENGLISH. 


A Km*«» Which Produce* Men of Marked 
Independence and Executive Ability . 
The English race is marked by the 
power of producing indejiendent and ex­ 
ecutive characters in every plane of men­ 
tal activity . 
There is 110 lack of great 
mathematicians, great philosophers, great 
]KK» ts, great naturalists, great generals, 
who are distinctively great Englishmen. 
But the nation possesses, in addition, tin* 
unique |» ower of producing men who are 
to a great extent detached from social 
surroundings; who are not the product 
of the race nor of the day , or any theory 
of heredity , or transmission, or environ­ 
ment that is in accordance with the 
usual color of national or social phenom­ 
ena. 
The average level of the English 
race is commonplace, umdenlisiic. rever­ 
ent of the past, imieonoelastic. 
They are 
slow to receive abstractions, to transmute 
new general conceptions into rules of 
conduct 
certainly more so 
than the 
French, possibly more so than the Ger­ 
mans; but in the power of producing 
from time to time ecvcntric, unclassified 
individuals of marked originality and in- 
dejM*ndenee they are distinguished from 
any of the other nations which consti­ 
tute what is ca l l 
e d European civilization, 
A great German rises from his fellows 
in possession of a German genius; he is a 
Goethe or a Bismarck or a Helmholtz. 
'I'lie oidy unconventional great German 
man of letters that I can recall at present 
is Heine, and Heine is not a German, but 
a J ew of genius try ing to l>o a Greek. 
The great Frenchmen are also great in 
the narrow limitations of French great­ 
ness. 
Powerful and original as is the 
genius of Victor Hugo, it cannot unmoor 
him from his 
anchorage in Parisian 
thought. 
But are there any manifesta­ 
tion of race development on tin* con­ 
tinent that are parallel to the occult spirit­ 
ual force which produced in England men 
of the ty pe of Marlowe and Coleridge and 
Shelley ? 
Burns and Milton and Dry den 
and Cow per are legitimate race d e ve lop ­ 
ments; but from what obscure regions, 
from what hidden fountains of Non e or 
Celtic or Teutonic ancestn were drawn 
the germs around which were built such 
minds us those of Shelley and Coleridge, 
mind» not only un-English, but in a cer­ 
tain sense unearthly ! 
They are flowers; 
but not like tho blossoms of the century 
plant, for whose color and bloom the 
juices have been slowly segregated by 
natural laws —whose formative cell could 
be discerned by the botanist’s microscope 
long before it w a s unfolded in the crown­ 
ing bud. 
They are rather what the bot­ 
anist calls 
sports—abnormal develop­ 
ments from a seed, warning us that 
nature holds in restraint creative powers 
foejvhich evolution cannot account.

The exjÛanalTnh « ? TT.Ts power of the 
English people may lie deep in the in­ 
scrutable laws which govern the result 
of race fusion. 
The islands, occupied 
originally by British Celts, have 
1 men in­ 
vaded by Angles, Danes and Norman 
Franks in succession. 
Ail of these were 
races of marked individuality —of indi­ 
vidual force and 
contrasted features. 
Perhajjs we can say broadly that th * 
Celts were, as a race, imaginative, ex­ 
pressive, fond of color; the Angles—the 
prevailing 
element—phlegmatic, 
stub­ 
born, silent, slow, but holding firmly to 
Ilîe Teutonic conception of freedom for 
the landholder, and tenacious of indi­ 
vidual right; the Danes, self reliant, en­ 
terprising, capable of high enthusiasm— 
sons of the sea; the Norman-Franks, ad­ 
ministrators, men of affairs and polity , 
men of the world at home in the world 
of men, and inclined to social display and 
Temple Bar.
